The Democratic Delegate Convention 
Will Be Held at Sedalia 
en April 15. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 
EXCELSIOR SPRINGS, Mo., Jan. . 
The Cleveland forces in the Democratic 
State Central Committee were whipped to- 
day at every point, and they left this place 
to-night feeling worse than at any time 
since they first began their Aight to nullity 
the will of the party as expressed in the 
platform of the Pertle Springs convention, 
A month ago they realized that they had 


not a ghost of a show to get the con- 
vention for the election of delegates to 
the National Convention postponed beyond 
April 15, the limit fixed at Pertle Spr 
and they changed their obstructive tac- 
tics so as to make it appear that they were 
heartily in favor of that date. Then they 
adopted a new course, which they have 
secretly pursued and which was not ex- 
posed until to-day. . 

That was to have the counties elect their 
delegates to the State Convention at a date 
early enough to enable them to round up 
the delegates and win them over by devious 
means to the support of certain of the gold 
standard leaders, who are anxious to go to 
Chicago in July and betray the Missouri 
Democracy into the hands of the Cleveland- 
Carlisle faction. 

This was the main proposition which the 
gold standard members of the committee 
made a fight for to-day: It occurred in ex- 
ecutive session and after the date for the 
delegate convention had been fixed at 
April 15 and Sedalia had been selected as 
the location, so that particulars of it are 
necessarily hard to get at. Enough was 
learned, however, by the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent to enable him to lay before 
this paper’s readers some very interesting 


details. : 

The fight was precipitated by a motion 
made by Chairman Maffitt to delay the is- 
suing of the formal call for the conven- 
tion until March 1. Mr. Maffitt gave no spe- 
cial reason why such an extraordinary pro- 
ceeding should be taken except that there 
was no necessity to excite the people of the 
State to political activity thus early before 
the campaign, as the issuing of the call 
would do. The Maffitt motion was cham- 
pioned by J. H. Carroll, Col. Bill Phelps of 
the Missouri Pacific, who held the proxy 
of Col. Tom Connor, Zevely, the Secretary 
of the committee, and Col. Josh Thomas of 
Albany. 

The free coinage men saw at once what 
was up and under the inspiring eloquence 
of M. E. Benton, E. A. Barbour and 
B. Cook, they rallied in opposition and de- 
feated the Maffitt motion by a vote of 17 to 
15 


Four of their number went over to the 
enemy at the first fire and voted with Maf- 
fitt and Phelps. These were John E. Organ, 
of Salem, John L. Christian of Tarkio, and 
Dr. Otto E. Forster and Thos. J. Ward of 
St. Louis. Three members were abse 
Corrigan of Kansas City, Connor of Joplia, 
and Booth of Washington. Knott of Hanni. 
bal held Booth’s proxy and Phelps had Con- 
nor’s. Corrigan was not represented. 

The fact having been thus indisputably 
demonstrated that they could not control 
the committee, the gold standard men lost 
heart and did not further attempt to ob- 
struct things except to attempt to put in the 
call a request to the county committees to 
order county conventions on March 15.

When Judge Murphy decided that Har- 
ris, the Van Studdiford Hotel pool- room 
man, was not violating the State ae 
against selling pools on horses outside of 
race tracks, it was predicted that within @ 
week a half dozen gamblers would open 
similar gens, and that gambling on races 
would soon be as common as in the days 
when notorious “Pool Alley“ was in the 
flood tide of prosperity. 

The fact that the Supreme Court in New 
York and in Illinois long ago declared the 
telegraph pool-rooms as.much a violation 
of the law as though there was no telegraph 
instrument running in them, did not deter 


the gamblers. They had Murphy’s decision 
in their favor and defiantly snapped their 
fingers in the face of Chief of Police Harri- 


gan. 

But the gambling element is left at the 
post—all save Harris. 

Texas Tom Walsh, who ran the biggest 
pool-room in St. Louis before the State law 
closed him up and afterward ran the Monte 
Carlo gambling dive at Madison until he w 
indicted by the Grand-jury at Edwards- 
ville, opened a pool-room just like Harris’ 
place, the same day that Harris was ac- 
quitted by Judge Murphy. ;

Basis of the New Central Traffic Com- 
mit toe „ Simple One. 


CHICAGO, III., Jan. B. — The agreement of 
the new Central Traffic Passenger Commit- 
tee is one of the simplest affairs. that any 
number of roads ever agreed to work under. 

The penalty clause not only provides for 
the redemption by the roads over which 
they read of tickets fonnd disturbing the 
market, but if more than $50 worth of the 
tickets is found, then the road is liable to a 
fine of e per cent ef the entire revenue de- 
rivable from the sale of such tickets.

The 
commissioner is authorized to all upon 
any road accysed of or rates for all 
the tickets and papers which it may have 
that will, in the opinion of the commission- 
er, go toward settling the question of the 
innocence or guilt of the road. 

Any line may take independent action in 
a matter that concerns itself alone, but a 
two-thirds vote is n to carry any 
proposition submitted to the vote of the 
committee, All matters on which the asso- 
ciation cannot agree are to be settled by ar- 
bitration. *

There May Be a Change in Locomotion 
on Brooklyn Bridge.

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—It is likely that 
within a week experiments will be begun 
with an electric motor car on the Brogklyn 


Bridge, and. the trial may result in the 
substitution of the cars for the switching 
engines now in use. 

A car built by the General Electrie Co. 
ts now ready for trial, Theré are two mo- 
tors to each truck or four, to each car, 
This brings one motor upon each axle. 
The motors are geared to a large gear 
wheel on the car axle next to one of the 
car wheels. The winding of the armature 
is calculated to enable them to fun at a 
speed of ten miles an hour and from that 
up to thirty. 

Each motor ig fifty-horse power, enough 
to move à four-car train anywhere on the 
bridge grades: The motors are controlled 
by. the multiple.geries system and the car 
ts itte with 3 Apparatus by 
which it can be operated from either plat- 
form.

Tuesday morning a Republican-independent 
newspaper contained a report of the doings 
at this dinner, headed “Slate Is Made Up.”’ 
These six sound money Democrats and two 
allies of the free silver movement, accord- 
ing to the newspaper report (which was un- 
doubtedly inspired by one of the six), moved 
some chessmen over a board for six hours, 
burning the midnight oil in their deep de- 
liberations.

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THE SALVATION ARMY. 


Now that a new commander is to take 
charge of the Salvation Army in the 
United States and new vigor is likely to 
be infused into its work, it may be timely 
to ask what the branch of the Army in 
St. Louis is doing at this time? 

It is doubtless working away diligently, 
if quietly, in the slum districts, accom- 
plishing much good, but are its methods 
as aggressive and as characteristic as 
they might be? Has it not suffered a 
little from lack of vigor of late? 

On Saturday nights a small contingent 
of the Army is usually to be seen, testi- 
fying and ‘exhorting, somewhere near 
Sixth amd Olive or Pine streets. They 
are in evidence to the public, but in what 
way is the Army making its presence 
strikingly known elsewhere in the city? 
It used to have nightly meetings in a 
church building on Eleventh, near Mor- 
gan, right in the heart of the slums. 
That building is now closed, and the dives 
appear to have. got the better of the 
Army at that point. There was also an 
Army meeting-room in an upper story 
on Seventh, not far from several of the 
dive “theaters,” which now appears to 
be dead and desolate. 

Is it possible that when dives cluster 
around too closely, the Army officials 
conclude to seek new and more desirable 
quarters, just as the fashion-loving 
ehurches make off to the West End of 
cities when the dewn-town district gets 
socially loathsome? 

Perhaps the Salvation. Army in St. 
Louis is doing as much work as ever. 
But it is not apparent on the surface. 
And if the Army stops calling the atten- 
tion of the slum dwellers to itself and 
its message, they will certainly stop look- 
ing towards it or listening to that mes- 
sage.

NEW YORKE’S LIQUOR PROBLEM, 


A short time ago in Chicago the brew- 
ers closed up several hundred saloons, 
on the ground that there were too many 
for the good of the trade. Little fuss 
was made about this, and no widespread 
agitation was started to prevent it on 
the ground that it would inflict hardship 
upon individuals, 

The New York Board of Excise is 
taking steps to close up 1,500 saloons in 


that city, under a decision of the State 


Court of Appeals that a saloon within 
200 feet of a church or a school is unlaw- 
ful. The liquor dealers are prepared to 
fight this action in every possible way, 
and are stirring up public opinion in their 
favor on the ground that to enforce this 
decision meahs the ruin of dealers, in- 
cluding widows and orphans, whe have 
over $1,000,000 invested in these saloons. 

This would seem to be another example 
in favor of Benjamin Kidd’s proposition 
that the tendency of religious institutfons 
is favorable to the survival of the fittest 
and the oppression and extinction of the 
unfit. It may also be looked upon as a 
Socialistic step, for of course the city 


ot New York will offer no compensation 


to these ousted Nquor dealers. 

The problem is a difficult one, but all 
large cities have to face and solve it 
sooner or later, One thing is certain, 
that society cannot permit saloons and 
similar resorts to flourish cheek by*jowl 
with ehurches and educational institu- 
tions.

the properties, to which the stock held by 
the Merritts were subject. 


Alfred Merritt alone brought suit to re- 
cover on the ground of fraud. The case was 
tried before a jury and the jury gave a 
judgment for $940,000 as stated. Rockfeller 
appealed the case.

fred Merritt. It is understood that his 
brother and others are equally interested, 
and if this suit is finally decided agai st 
Rockfeller, it is fair to presume that other 
suits will be brought. 

The Merritts were seen at the Southern 
Dy a Sunday Post-Dispatch reporter.

MAIL CARRIERS — 
REGISTER A KICK. 


Down-Town Men Claim Their 
Routes Are Being Extended. 


UNABLE 10 DO THE WORK. 


Postmaster Carlisle Says the Rear- 
rangement Was Ordered by the 
Goverament Inspectors. 


r 


Great dissatisfaction exists among some 
of the St. Louis mail earriers because of 
the change in routes now being made by the 
St. Louis Post-office. The carriers say they 
are greatly hampered by the changes, that 
the service is demoralized in consequence, 
and that a large number of the down-town 
carriers who have had their routes enlarged 


are badly overworked, 

Routes that have been established for 
fifteen years are now being changed and 
the carriers so shifted about that an in- 
telligent handling of the mails is well nigh 
imposible. Down-town routes, according to 
the carriers, which they contend have al- 
ways been as large as a careful and prompt 
covering would permit, have been disrupted, 
and in many instances two carriers are re- 
quired to do the work heretofore performed 
by three. The extra carrier who is thrown 
out by the change is not put upon another 
route, but is used as a helper or collector. 

A carrier informed a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday that éighteen carriers who 
were formerly -regulars employed in down- 
town districts now practically idle, and 
the work heretofore done — them is now 
5 — by the reduced force. Ol and 

heed men who were formerly em- 
ployed in the dowh-town districts and knew 
elr routes thoroughly have been put out 
in the residence districts. The new men 
who are pas to work in the thickly popu- 
lated businéss regions, where the immense 
Office buildings abound, are totally unfa- 
miliar with the work, and as a consequence 
mail is delayed often as long as two or three 
days. Instead of improving the service, the 
constant changes render matters worse. 

The carriers feel greatly grieved at W. 
J. Murphy, Assistant Superintendent ot Car- 
riers, and ouglas Crothers, Postmaster 
Carlisle's private secretary, Who are making 
the changes. The men claim that when 
they protest about overwork or have any 
statements to make about the length of time 
required to cover their route, Mr. Murphy 
1 to listen and dismisses them by say- 
ing if they M do the work he can get 
men who will.

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—Nathan O. Murphy, 

Territorial Delegate from Arizona, is at the 
Holland House.

Judge Sherwood Announces a New 
Law on Cehabitation That Is 
an Eye-Opener. 


Moralists as well as lawyers have been 


discussing the supreme court’s decision 
in the case of Henry W. Chandler charged 
by James F. Coyle with unlawful cohabita- 
tion with Mrs. Kitty Coyle. The circum- 
stances of the case are well known. Chand- 
ler was fined $500 and sentenced fo six 
months in the workhouse by Judge Murphy 
in the Court of Criminal Correction. 

His lawyers appealed to the Court of Ap- 
peals and finally to the Supreme Court. 

It was rather a shock to the moral sense 
of the community when Judge Sherwood, 
all bf the colleagues on the supreme bench

In the present instance there is an en- 
tire absence of any evidence tending to show 
“cohabitation” between the parties impli- 
cated, in the sense and meaning of the 
word as declared by the standards of our 
langua and as settled by frequent ad- 
judications. 

It is not the objeat of the statute to es- 
tablish a censorship over the morals of the 
people, nor to forbid the violation of the 
seventh commandment. Its prohibitions do 
not extend to stolen waters nor to bread 


eaten in seeret. 

Its evident object was not to forbid and 
punish furtive illicit interviews @etween 
the. sexes, however frequent and habitual 
their occurrence; but only to make such 
acts punishable as it plainly designates; acs 
which necessarily tend by their openness 
and notoriety, or by their publicity to de- 
base and lower the standard of public 
morals. Here the interviews between the 
guilty parties were entirely clandestine; 
even the servants of the household where 
the liaison had its headquarters were not 
aware of the occurrénces which form the 
basis of the present prosecution. In such 
circumstances to hold that defendant and 
his paramour did “abide and cohabit with 
each other“ would be to pervert the plain 
words of the statute and to convict with- 
out evidence. 

1 It h ; been ruled by this e 
statute wes constitutional which authorized 
the punishment of misdemeanors by con- 
finemeént in the Work-house. 

herefore, the lower court was not jus- 
tified in holding as it did with regard to the 
validity of the statute. It was competent, 
however, to raise the pont of the consti- 
tutionality of thestatute by motion in the 
lower court.

WAS RESCUED BY FIREMEN, 


Thousands of Velts ef Electricity 
Passed Through Mis Bedy But 
Failed te Extinguish Life. 


Zachariah T. Hartwell can .thank his 
lucky stars that he is alive to-day. Few 
men have ever been closer to a horrible 
death and lived to tell the tale. 

For more than five minutes his body was 


made the recipient of thousands of volts of 
electricity, which burned and distorted it 
terribly, but failed to extinguish life. 

Hartzell is a carpenter, years old, and 
lives with his family at 26238 Glasgow avenue. 
He is employed by the firm of William H. 
me & Son, contractors, of 826 Chestnut 
street. 

Yesterday morning Fartzell 
Gaffney, a son of the senior member of 
the firm, were sent tasre pair the roof of a 
building at Center stréet and Clark ay- 
enue. They began at 8 o'clock and by 
10:30 Oo clock had the job about completed.

NEWSPAPER CIRCULATION 


Put to the Test @nd Afraid to Tell 
the Truth. 


That affidavits about the circulation of 
certain afternoon newspapers are things to 
be handled with hooks, even by the business 


managers of those papers, was clearly 
demonstrated during the contest for the 
city legal printing, which was terminated 
yesterday afternoon by the awarding of the 
contract to the Star. 

Originally three papers sent in bids— 
the Republic, Chronicle and Star. 

The bids were opened a week ago. The 
advertisement required that the bid should 
be accompanied by a sworn statement of 
the city circulation of the paper—the num- 
ber of copies printed daily and the deduc- 
tions for papers returned. Only one pa- 
per—the Republic—complied with this pro- 
vision. Both afternoon sheets rested con- 
tent with filing affidavits that their city 
circulation exceeded 5 per cent of the pop- 
ulation. This would mean a city circula- 
tion of over 22,000. 

The * were not satisfied with the 
palpable evasion of the wall, and refused 
to award the contract on the bids as pre- 
sented.

A tie further up, about 
One Hundred and Twenty-seventh street, 
the hill is cut in two by an entrance from 
the Harlem plains to what is now the Fort 
Lee ferry, on the north side of which the 
hill again riges and becomes a long ridge, 
extending to Spuyten Duyvel Creek, miles 
to the north, forming the east bank of the 
Hudson, a fitting companion to the pictur- 
esque and famous Palisades. on the other 
shore. 

At presént the most conspicuous object on 
the Acropolis is St. Luke’s Hospital, which 
will be opened Feb. 1, when the old hospital, 
Fifty-fourth street and Fifth avenue, is to 
be. closed, the speculators in real estate 
waiting impatiently meantime. The build- 
ing is of marble, with a dome that is visi- 
ble for miles, by reason of its elevation of 
180 feet. The hospital will accommodate 
nearly 600 patients and almost as many em- 
ployes; is 200 by 600 feet, and is of the 
French renaissance style of architecture. 
Just south of St. Luke’s is building the great 
Episcopal Cathedral-of St. John the Divine, 
which will be, in many respects, a worthy 
rival of the famous cathedrals of Europe. 
Although the cornerstone was laid Dec. 27, 
1892, no sign of the building is yet to be 
seen above ground, all the intervening time 
having been spent in laying the tremendous 
foundation, It will take several more years 
to even approximately finish the cathedral. 
It will face the west and have three tow- 
ers, the central one to be higher than any 
structure so far built by man, except th 
Eiffel tower. The transept and nave will 
be of marble and the interior finish will be 
of the greatest possible beauty. Probably 
the cathedral will be the most impressive 
building in New York, if not, indeed, in all 
the New World. 

Columbia College, which so long has been 
on Forty-ninth street and Madison avenue, 
will have sixteen new buildings here, formed 
into a hollow square, the principal one bein 
the library, which will have a million anc 
a half of books, the equal of the Congression- 
al Library at ‘Washington.

The church was organized about 1865, but 
for some years it was only a struggling 
mimion. When the present pastor, Rev. 
Mosheim Rhodes, D. D., was called to the 
church, in 1871, he found a small building, 
the basement only completed, at Wash and 
‘Elliott. The membership consisted of thirty 

eople and not one of them owned a dol- 
ar’s worth of real estate. Incomplete as 
the building was it was Harassed with a 
debt of double its value. However, the 
building was completed a month later, 

and the society struggled on under its load 
of debt. 

The church prospered, however, and ten 
years later, after a herculean effort, the 
debt and interest, amounting to $20,000, 
Was finally discharged. The church accom- 
modated only 300 people and about 1881 it 
Was decided to build a larger edifice to ac- 
commodate the increasing congregation. 
The property at Wash and Elliott was sold 
and realized only $7,000. A lot was bought 
at Bell and Cardinal and the present beau- 
tiful edifice was erected, at a cost, includ- 
ing furnishings, organ, etc., of $65,000. 


— 

The church was dedbecated in 1888, and the 
society entered into possession financially 
exhausted, and with a debt of 332,000. The 
church went to work with a will to dis- 
charge it, in addition to keeping up with 
current expenses, and to-day the debt has 


been reduced to $6,800. Next year the 
church will cen brate the silver jubilee of 
the present paStorate, and is plann to 
mark the occasion by clearing off the debt. 

In the meantime the church has continued 
to grow steadily in membership, and from 
thirty members in 1871 has grown to num- 
ber Al 500 in 1896. The build- 
ing is autiful in design, both inside and 
out. It has a seating capacity of 750 and the 
congregation comfortably fills it at each 
service, 

The church is well organized; it is ac- 
tive in every kind of church wor}, and in 
moral and spiritual influence is cond to 
none. It is a thoroughly united and har- 

_ monious church, singularly free from any 
bickerings or factional differences, and pas- 
tor and people are mutually devoted to 
each other, The church maintains the 
most friendly relations with those of other 
denominations, and aids in all charitable 


works. 

While the church has grown it has been 
the parent of but one other church, name- 
ly Trinity, on McMillan place, west of Tay- 
lor avenue, which was colonized from St.

The deep and long continued peace of the 
Salvation Army seems to be drawing to an 
end. The soldiers are actually rising up 
in revolt. It bids fair to become @ mu- 
tiny. Nor is the tréuble from an internal 
dissension. It all arises from an order is- 
sued from the London headquarters by 
Gen. William Booth, the founder and abso- 
lute commander of the army, removing 
Ballington Booth from thé command of the 
American forces. The Salvationists in this 
country, all of whom almost idolize Com- 
mander Booth and his good wife, insist upon 
it that he shall not be allowed to leave. 
Protests from all over the land are being 


forwarded to London. They speak in no 
uncertain tone, and tis even declared that 
the commander will be retained even at the 
expense of severing connection with the 
English division and forming an independ- 
ee with Ballington Booth as 
leader.

His Noble Record. 


It was nine years ago when Commander 
Ballington Booth was sent to this country 
to take charge of the scattered forces. The 
Army was making very little progress. At 
that time they numbered about 600 officers 
and 6,000 soldiers, poorly organized and with 
no social recognition in the eyes of the 
public, To-day the Salvation Army in 
America has become, through the efforts 
of Commander Booth and his wife, an army 
indeed, with 2,100 officers, 680 corps and 
30,000 suidiers. Besides this, there are 3,500 
local officers, these being men and women 
who are employed at their trddes during 
the day, but who devote evenings and Sun- 
days to the work of the army. The army 
now counts 16 slum posts, 6 rescue homes, 22 
training garrisons, 4 food and shelter depots, 
houses of relief scattered throughout the 
large cities and 6 outrider circuits in the 
mining camps of the West. In addition to 
all this Commander Booth publishes the 
War Cry, the official organ, which has a 
circulation of 90,000 copies weekly. The Com- 
mander’s own gentlemanly and dignified 
personality has given a tone to the entire 
army, which has elevates it in public esti- 
mation and reinforced its ranks from the 


highest classes as well as the low. Some

12 
on Coomassie in 1873-4. old - Coast Hardships. 


Last week the cable brought the news 


that the British forces had been permitted 


to peacefully enter and occupy Coomassie, 
the capital of Ashantee, and that King 
Prémpeh had submitted to English rule. 
Thus the fourth war England has had with 
Ashantee ended in a bloodless vietory. 
The campaign recalls that of 1873-74, which 
Was not at all bloodless. There is in St. 
Louis a man who served in the historical 


42d Highlanders in that campaign, as a 
Sharpshooter and scout. He is Joseph Bather 
and as a sharpshooter his eye and steady 


At the last 
of the campaign, when ammunition was 
exhausted, they loaded with 698 gravel, 
ieces of iron, broken up bullets—anything, 
n short, that could be rammed home into 
a gun-barrel, and these assorted missiles 
scattered and did considerable execution.

More highly, however, Bather prized the 
Victoria cross bestowed on him for bravery 
on the field. It was on the march to Coomas- 
le., near the town of Amoafoue, that on 
January 31, 1874; probably the hottest en- 
gagement of the war was fought. It lasted 
Without intermission from 8 a. m. till 5 p. 
m. and the loss was heavy on both sides. 
In one part of that field of thirty-fivé men 
of the Forty-second Highlanders who were 
surrounded and were fighting bagk to back, 
oniy thirteen came out uninjured. Mafor 
Baird, who was in command, was shot and 
fell. Bather, who was close by him, al- 
theugh wounded himself, dragged him off 
and with a comrade bore him from the field, 
while theair was full of bullets and missiles 
of all kinds. The Major died of his wound 
at Sierre Leone afterwards. 

Mr. Bather kept a diary of the campaign 
from the day marching orders were re- 
ceived by his regiment, then stationed at 
Manchester, until what was left, after the 
ravages of dysentery and Gold Coast fever, 
in addition to the weapons of the blacks, re-

The Fantees are an abject and cowardly 
race, made more so perhaps by the incur- 
sions of their warlike neighbors. The women 
are vastly superior to the men. Hundreds 
of the women were employed as carriers 
by the British to transport supplies from 
Cape Coast Castle through the Fantee coun- 
try, which extends to the Prah River, and 
on to Coomassie. There are no beasts of 
burden in that country whatever, and in- 
déed the bush“ is so dense that they would 
be of little service. The women carry all 
burdens on their heads. The boxes of canned 
meats, etc., weighing about 70 pounds, they 
carrted on that march with perfect ease, 
keeping up easily with the soldiers, and be- 
traying no fatigue. Heavier loads were 
swung on bamboo poles and shared by two 
women, but the ends of the poles were al- 
ways balanced on the heads. Some of the 
women carried babtes on their queer pos- 
terior saddles. Here perhaps is the origin of 
the bustle. It is worn under the one short 
Skirt or piece of cloth reaching from the 
hips to the knee in exactly the same way as 
the bustle, and it produces the same spectac- 
ular effect.

The doctors warned the men not 
to touch M, but, writes Bather, “‘what are we 
to do? I have seen men go without water 
until their tongues were swollen and blue 
and they were unable to talk and human en- 
durance could go no further.” | 

They suffer much, too, from the poor 
quality of food and the lack of variety. 
As they approached. Ashantee territory the 
native Fantees were afraid to go into the 
bush for fruit, as a number of Ashantee 
warriors, detached. ffam the main body, 
were hanging about the troops ready to 
kill anyone who ventured away from camp. 
The diet was confined to hard tack~and 
skimpy, rations of Augtralian canned beef. 
Bather tells of capturjng some small wild 
goats on one eccasion, They made soup 
of them.

The great thought of the possibility of the 
construction of the Intercontinental Rail- 
way, and its vast importance to the United 
‘States, and the countries south of us, 
through which it will pass, is due to the 
Hon. Hinton Rowan Helper, who while 
residing in St. Louis wroté upon the subject, 
and finally offered premiums for the three 
best essays on the importance of the great 
enterprise. 

These essays, containing valuable infor- 
mation, were published by Mr. Helper in 

881, ina volume entitled, The Three 


Americas Railway.” g 
Mr. Helper en the discussion of this 


matter until he finally secured the passage 


of an act by Congress, authorizing the a 
pointment of three Commissioners by the 

resident of the Unfted States to visit the 
countries of Central and South America, to 
ascertain the best mode of securing more 
intimate international and commercial rela- 
tiong between these countries and the 
United States, 

Hon. Wm. E. Curtis of Illinois, Gov. 
Thomas C. Reynolds of Missouri and Hon. 
John Thatcher of Kansas, were appointed 
by President Arthur for this great work 
(Mr. Helper should have been one of these 
Commissioners), and the result of their 
labor is embodied in elaborate reports made 
to the President of the United States, their 
ny report being made on the 9th of October, 


They acted under very copious and inter- 
esting instructions given them by the Hon, 
13 Frelinghuysen, the Secretary of 

ate. 

These reports, embracing nearly five hun- 
dred pages of printed matter, are filled with 
information relating to the best means of 
securing the trade of Mexico, Central and 
South America, and the great importance 
-of the Intercontinental Railway in bringing 
these countries into closer commercial and 
social relations with the people of the 
United States. 

Subsequent to this report all of the Gov- 
ernments of Central and South America 
were called in conference with the repre- 
sentatives of our Government in 8 
ton in regard to the Intercontinental Rail 
way, and various other matters of commer- 
cial importance to all of North, Central and 
South America, and the results of this con- 
ference are embodied in a most interesting 
and elaborate report submitted to Congress 
by President Harrison on the 2th of May,

The Building Commissioner has certain 
powers in the matter, but he is handi- 
capped by the lack of a sufficient number 
of inspectors to do justice to the neces- 
sities of the situation. He has five depu- 
“ee each of whom has charge of.a cértain 
district of the city. It is necessary for 
them to keep careful watch over the new 
buildings that are going up, to see that 
builders follow the requirements of the 
permits issued to them. 

Under these conditions immediate action 
on the part of the Municipal Assembly is 
necessary, say the real estate agents. More 
inspectors should be given to the Building 
Commissioner at once and a systematic 
inspection of the business buildings begun. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter some of the 
well known real estate men of the city ex- 
pressed themselves strongly on the subject. 


Henry Heimenz, Jr., said. A building 
without walls, and being used for business 
purposes is an outrage and an imposition on 
the good nature of the people. Such a con- 
dition should not be permitted to exist for 
a moment. Our modern buildings are of 
course safe and substantial, put it must be 
borne in mind that the city is full of the 
lider structures that are manifestly unsafe 

and a menace to life. There should be a 
law passed at once requiring systematic and 
frequent examination of such buildings by 
the building commissioner and his deputies. 
Where an unsafe building is found the com- 
missioner should have arbitrary power to 
order it torn down or strengthened. Where 
the safety of human lives depends on it, 
the question of the value of the building or 
the strength of the “pull’’ of its owner 
should nat be permitted to figure. We have 
two glaring instances of what indifference 
in this direction will do, in the recent Aloe 
affair on Broadway and the tumbling in of 
two walls of another structure on Ninth 
street and Franklin avenue. This matter 
should be given immediate attention by the 
Municipal Assembly. 


L. L. Hull of the L. L. Hull Real Es- 
tate Co. said: There is only one feasible 
plan and that is for the city to appoint 
a sufficient number of competent men to 
carefully and frequently inspect the down- 
town buildings. This should be done frem 
two points of view—one to see that there 
are no rotten or weak joists, and the other 
to see that overloading is not practiced. 
There are many cases where real estate 
men rent out unsafe buildings. This is 
done innocently. ey have often never 
seen the building and would be unable to 
judge of its safety if they had. The ten- 
ant who moves ih is also equally ignorant 
of the safety or unsafety of the build 
ing and its stability is never questioned 
except after it falls down. 

“T venture to say from personal observa- 
tion that there are an immense number of 
downtown structures that are from forty 
to sixty years old. Such buildings should 
be inspected not less than three times a 
year. Scrubbing floors has the effect of 
A joists and there are many other 
ways in which the building might become 
unsafe.

to being very old had no walls of its own. 
I maintain that party walls should not be 
permitted for any but. residence buildings, 
and then only under exceptional conditions. 
If the Aloe Co.’s building had been equippe 
with steel joists the disastrous cave-in 
would never have occurred.“ 


Capt. Chas. Evans of the Salvage Corps 
expressed his views in forcible language: 
“Our building laws are ample,“ said he, 
“but they are not enforced. would recom- 
mend a more rigid inspection of buildings, 
which would not be confined to the exterior 
appearance, but which would go inside and 
look at the ends of the joists to see that 
they are safe. There is also, I believe, an 
unenforced law regarding the carrying ca- 
pacity of buildings. This law should be 
revived and put into effect to prevent the 
prevalence of overloading, which exists 
here. In this Aloe Co.’s fire the department 
and Salvage Corps could know nothing 
about the danger in the building. 

“IT have been credited by the newspapers 
with saying that the employes of the Aloe 
company were sent out of the building while 
a safe was being moved. I did not say 
this; it was Mr. Aloe. Had 1 known it, I 
should not have sent my men in. I say that 
the owner or tenant of a building Wg per- 
mits his employes or those of a tenant to 
stay in a building that is known to be 
unsafe should be held personally liable and 
prosecuted to the full extent of the law. 
I say that every building of four stories 
or over in the city should be inspected 
once a year, and that in making repairs 
the Building Commissioner should supervise 
the cutting of every joist.” 


Building Commissioner J. gi Randall 
spoke at lenath on the subject. e said: 

„There is no doubt that there are many 
buildings in St. Louis as unsafe and in as 
rotten condition as the Aloe building. They 
are principally situated in the central and 
eastern portion of the city, that is, east 
of Twelfth to the Levee and between Mar- 
ket and Rutger streets. The nearer to the 
river the worse and more unsafe the build- 
ings are. Whenever. such buildings have 
come under the notice of myself and my 
inspectors I have at once notified owners 
to either have them wrecked @r put in safe 
condition. In most cases this notification 
has been heeded, but In some I have been 
compelled to resort to legal measures to gain 
the desired end. 

“T am unable with the small staff al- 
lowed me to institute a house to house in- 
spection. Fach of my five inspectors have 
from 200 to 400 new buildings under inspec- 
tion upon which; they report at least five 
times during construction. The average 
time fer bu is about three months, so 
that each inspector averages 1,500 inspec- 
tions in three months, or an Average of 
nineteen a day. When it is considered that 
the distande covered by each inspector is 
eighteen square miles it can easily be seen 
that he has no time for a house to house 


| canvass in the down-town, or more danger- 


s districts. 
010 would suggest as a remedy that the 


staff of inspectors be éncreased by at least 
three new men and that their special duty 
be to inspect commercial structures in the 
downtown districts and as far west as 
Sixteenth street. Since the ordinance giv- 
ing the Building Commissioner five inspect- 
ors became a law in 1876, the city has near- 
ly doubled its area, and has increased its 
population over 100 per cent. The force 
that was ample then is totally. inadequate 


now. 

“Tf a copy,/of the plans of all buildin 
over two stories in height were kept in the 
office of the Building Commissioner it would 
be possible by reference to them to see 
whether the buildings could carry the 
weight put upon them. In case invest 
tion shows that they are not strong enough 
the inspectors should be given a 
power to prevent overi ; 

“At present I have no power to compel 
owners to file copies of their plans, nor have 
I sufficient inspectors to make the close and 
rigid examination of suspected premises 
that should be made. Several months ago 
the newspapers at my request published a 
card from this office to the effect that own- 


ters or tenants who would apply might have 


their bulldings inspected. great many 
merchants availed themselves of this offer 
and we have been receiving requests at the 
rate of three or four a day. We are glad to 
have them and hope that more applications 
will come in.“

TO SELL THE CITY HOSPITAL. 


Building Commissioner Randal Has a 
Plan to Provide New Quarters. 


Building Commissioner J. Harry Randall 
contemplates bringing before the Municipal 
Assembly at an early date the question of 
selling the present City Hospital property 
and the removal of that institution to the 


vicinity of the Insane Asylum, where the 
city has several large plots of ground that 
are available for new hospital buildings. 

The hospital is located between Lafay- 
ette avenue and Carroll street and Gratton 
and Dolman streets. The buildings are 
Worthless and would hardly pay the cost 
of wrecking, but the real estate is worth 
perhaps $200,000. The hospital is in bad con- 
dition and repairs are constantly neces- 
sary. The money for such repairs could 
be expended on a new building, and the 
city would be greatly benefit ted. 

Arrangements are now being made to 
spend $9,700 on the building. Of this $5,000 
will go for an erysipelas ward, $3,000 for new 
plumbing, $200 for guttering, $600 for fire 
escapes, $500 for a laundry, and $500 for 
granitoid floors for the basement corridors. 

In support of his plan Mr. Randall said: 

“That old fire-trap out there will burn up 
some day and four or five hundred bed-rid- 
den and insane patients will get cremated. 
Those medical students who go out there 
run up and down the rickety stairs with 
lighted cigars and cigarettes in their mouths 
in spite of all the attendants can do, and 
some day the old tinder box is going to 
catch fire and burn before the water hits it. 

Smoking, I know, is prohibited within the 
grounds, but you can see those students run- 
ning up the back stairs with lighted cigars 
in their mouths any day. If that building 
should burn, two-thirds of the bed-ridden 
patients would burn up in it. It would be 
the awfulest double-leaded holocaust the 
newspapers have handled in many a day. 

“But in my own mind it is even chances 
as to whether our City Hospital will burn 
up or fall down. The plastering is falling 
all the time and the rds in the floor 
give beneath the tread. The floors in the 
corridors have been repaired and tched 
so much that it gives the impression you 
are walking over trap doors. Those old 
walls are saturated and reeking with the 
germs of disease. They are of soft plas- 
ter, and for fifty years have been absorb- 
ing the air of the sick rooms, where in- 
numerable sick persons Tove suffered and 
died from contageous diseases. It is small 
wonder that persons entering the hospital 
be one. disease sometimes contract an- 
other before they get out.“

As far as light is concerned, 
the offsets would interfere as much as if 
the building were straight up“ from the 
building line. As for hygiene, why do they 
not consider that the alleys need sunlight 
as much or more than the streets? Why 
not terrace the rear as well as the front of 
the building I consider that any limit 
placed at this time on the height of 
buildings would be a great mistake. For- 
eign capital, which is now knocking at our 
doors, would be kept out by any re- 
strictions, and the development of the city 
would be greatly retarded if not permanent- 
ly interfered with.“ 

Speaking on the same line A. H. Johnson, 
the contractor and builder, said: “I am 
much 2 7 to any ordinance limiting the 
height of buildings in this city. Any limit 
would be a calamity to the city, as it would 
drive away foreign investors. As for the 
substitute for Prof. Ives’ bill offered by the 
architects, which I have seen illustrated in 
the Post-Dispateh, I consider it would be 
much worse than the original. I agree with 
sections one and two regarding fire proof- 
ing and safe construction, but when it 
comes to making it possible to put up build- 
ings with terraces or “set offs” I think a 
great mistake would be made. Such a 
building would be an eye sore to the city’s 
streets. From motives of economy builders 
of sky scrapers would face the “set offs’’ 
with some cheap material in the belief that 
the set offs’’ could not be seen from the 
streets. I am a strong believer in permit- 
ting people to do as they please with their 
own property as long as they do not en- 
danger the safety of their neighbors. There- 
fore, I say, let them build as high as they 
please. No harm can come from it.”

„White House of the Confederacy”’ is to be 
formally dedicated as a Confederate müs- 
eum in May next, at which time it is like- 
ly that Mrs. Valliant, the regent for Mis- 
souri, and many other ladies of the D. O. 
C., will attend and witness-the opening cer- 
emonies. 


In a quiet part of Richmond, Va., out from 
the noise of business and the clang of elec- 
tric cars, in a neighborhood no longer elite, 
though emphatically respectable, surround- 
ed by schools, hospitals and public institu- 
tions, is located the old Confederate White 
House. Here Jefferson Davis spent most of 
his time during the four years that marked 
the existence of the Confederacy. Here 
all that was brilliant and gay had its cen- 
ter. From here the Confederate President, 
tall and gaunt, but erect and dignified, 
walked daily the four blocks that brought 
him to the Capitol * Upon 
the entry of the Federal troops into the 
city in April, 1865, the house was occupied 
by them, and remained until 1870 as head- 
quarters for “Military District No. 1.” 
From 1871 to 1894 it was uged as a public 
school for the children of Richmond. 

The building, a three-story structure with 
a basement, was bought by the city of 
Richmond for $43,000 and presented to Jeffer- 
son Davis at the time the seat of govern- 
ment was moved from Montgomery, Ala., 
to this city. Mr. Davis declined it as a gift, 
but consented to live in it. Then it was one 
of the handsomest of many old mansions 
surrounding it, occupied by the old and 
wealthy families. Now these are nearly 
all devoted to educational or other pur- 

oses, while the old Confederate White 

ouse has been converted into a battle 
abbey, and formally opened as the Confed- 
erate Museum by the Confederate Memorial 
and Literary Association, composed of la- 
dies all over the Sauth. Though soiled and 
defaced by the use of many years, its sub- 
stantial character withsfood all assaults; 
and to-day, as restored by these ladies, it 
is an exact éounterpart of its former pro- 
portions. 

The house is a handsome strycture. A 
square portico, with tall pillars, fronts on 
Clay street, and in the rear, which formerly 
opened into a large garden, where now 
mand some fine old trees—one an English 
walnut—is a portico which runs the length 
of the house. It is very wide and sup-. 
ported by massive round columns, reachin 
to the third story. It was from the top o 
this portico that little Joe Davis, the Pres-
